Re: Ongoing Efforts to Improve the Essex County 
Park System. 


Dear Concerned Essex County Resident: 


Now that we've reached the mid-point of the summer 
the kids are out of school, and all of our attentions are 
focused on recreation, more so than at any other time of 
the year, I thought you’d like to know what your county 
government has been doing to improve conditions in the 
Essex County Park System. Since the May 30, conclusion 
of my whirlwind, 8-week-long tour of the zoo, 19 parks, 3 
reservations, and 3 golf courses of our park system, our 
efforts have been concentrated in three areas: improving 
park maintenance; lobbying to increase State funding; 
and improving park security. In each area, I’m happy to 
report that we’ve made significant strides. 


- ¢ Improving Park Maintenance: 

This year, 55 additional workers were added to our park 
maintenance staff. Thanks to the beefed-up workforce, 
we've been able to activate 9 park-specific work crews that 
concentrate their efforts, daily, on just one ór two parks 
(three parks, for a few crews). This new work pattern has 
greatly enhanced the timeliness of clean-ups and repairs, 
and it’s our hope that you've noticed those improvements 
first-hand. 


* Lobbying for Increased State Funding: 
In order to lighten the property tax burden on Essex 


County residents, it is essential that the County of Essex. 


receive its fair share of grants, matching grants, and 
loans from the State of New Jersey. On May 15th, 
however, when the Garden State Preservation Trust 
announced its 2001 distribution of $98 million, the bias of 
the legislation's funding formulas in favor of rural areas, 
at the expense of the urban and suburban areas of the 
state like Essex s, was made abundantly clear. 

Of the $98 million, a whopping $80 million was 
earmarked for farmland preservation and the purchase of 
farmland development easements (which leave those 
lands in the possession of the landowners). Only $10 
million was designated for the “development of existing 
open space (existing parks) in urban and suburban areas 
across the state, including only one $500,000 grant to the 
County of Essex. Compounding the problem of the unfair 
formulas, which would permit upwards of $20 million to 
be spent on existing parks, we learned that Governor 
Whitman had made it her policy to place a “cap” of only 
$10 million on the funds that may be used for that 
purpose (a policy continued this year under Acting 
Governor DiFrancesco). Historically, Essex County, the 
state's second most-populous county, which comprises 
approximately 10% of New Jersey’s population, has 
received only 0.8% of the open space funds expended. 
Clearly, that’s not fair. 


Immediately following that announcement, I wrote to 
Acting Governor DiFrancesco to criticize the unfair 
funding formulas, and to ask his help (as Senate 
President) in the effort I’m mounting to encourage the 
State Legislature to amend the Garden State 
Preservation Trust Act. My letter prompted a Thursday, 
July 12th, meeting I had with Connie Hughes, then-Chief 
of Management and Policy in the Governor’s Office. The 
meeting was constructive and positive, and Ms. Hughes 
promised to pursue our concerns with the Governor. I 
intend to contact his office again in the near future to 
follow-up with Ms. Hughes’s successor (she was elected 
President of the Board of Public Utilities last Friday). 

To bring additional attention to this problem, I’ve also 
actively encouraged the scrutiny of the media, which has 
resulted in television coverage on News12 New Jersey, 
and several supportive newspaper editorials. 

e Improving Security: 

At each of the stops, park tour attendees commented on 
the inadequate police presence that encourages the 
flaunting of park usage rules, and facilitates criminal 
activity. They also pointed-out that the security problem is 
further exacerbated by poor lighting (burned-out bulbs, 
insufficient wattage, broken fixtures, too few light 
stanchions, etc.), which is the maintenance responsibility 
of PSE&G. 

To address the matter of a stronger police presence, 
Essex County Sheriff Armando Fontoura and I hosted a 
Essex County Parks “Security Summit” at the Essex 
County Police Academy (250 Grove Avenue, Cedar 
Grove). The mayors and police chiefs/directors from each 
of Essex County’s 22 municipalities were invited to attend 
this roundtable discussion, and I strongly encouraged 
them to join us in sharing their experiences and 
suggestions. Our goal was to formulate a strategy of 
enhanced coordination between the Essex County Police 
and the local municipal police departments that will make 
our parks safe for everyone to enjoy. A 

I have also met with PSE&G representatives who have 
committed themselves to conduct a thorough audit of the 
lighting needs in each of our parks, and to an aggressive 
upgrade and maintenance regimen. 

Our park system, the nation's oldest, is not yet where 
we want it to be, but I sincerely believe that we are on the 
right track to restoring it to its former glory. We are 
already beginning to see marked improvements, and I. 
want you to know that I will continue to push forward. 
You can also be sure that I will continue to keep you 
informed of our efforts on your behalf. In the meantime, 
enjoy your summer!

Okay, so she’s a poet who has a record out. 
Fine, I said the “P” word. Usually when poets 
make records, they suck like NAFTA; but this 
is not the case here. In fact, Who Is Jill 
Scott? was on my top ten of 2001 list with a 
big exclamation point. Why? Well, I think 
there are three moments on this album that 
makes it really great. I’m going to try to 
describe them so well that if you don’t have 
the album you will want to go out and buy 
the damned thing. 

Moment #1: In the absolutely tough 
“Gettin’ in the Way,” Ms. Jill is reading some 
ho the riot act for trying to sniff all up to her 
man. After dismissing this hooch and 
warning her about some of the bad things 
that are going to happen to her (“I’m ‘bout to 
take my earrings off/Get me some Vaseline” 
really rings true to anyone who’s ever seen 
women throw down), the following bridge 
makes the whole song: “I’m ‘bout to go off in 
your face girl/You betta chill/You betta back 
down/ Before you get smacked down/You 
betta chill.” This is not chanted in any sort of 
gangsta pose, or really with any bitterness — 
it’s just fair warning to the enemy that she’s 
gonna catch an eye jammy or seven. Matter 
of fact, facts of life, life goes on. 

Moment #2: “A Long Walk” is one of the 
sexiest songs to be released this year, 
‘becaùse it's all about the meeting of true 


dangerous and ruffneck around the edges, 
but he's a good guy and hot as a damn boiler 
room, so she starts testing him out on what 
they might do on a date, long walk around 
the park, etc. Cute premise. But again, the 
bridge sends the track into another 
stratosphere, so I'll quote from her lyrical 
flow, delivered like a melodic rap r&b diva: 
“Or maybe we can see a movie or maybe we 
can see a play on Saturday or maybe we can 
roll a tree and feel the breeze and listen to a 
symphony or maybe chill and just be...” I 
mean, come on, the girl's got flow, and did 1 
mention her voice is all tight and interesting? 

Moment #3: The actual hidden track (as 
opposed to the hidden track they tell you 
about) is a hard-edged remix of a song 
already featured on the album, “Love Rain.” 
In its original incarnation, it's kind of a self- 
pitying spoken-word piece on the following 
theme: “Everything was fine until 1 told him 
I loved him, which freaked him out and now 
nothing’s the same, therefore guys are dogs.” 
A noble theme, and all-too-believable. But 
then, as the second half of track 44, “Love 
Rain” turns into more of a song. Suddenly the 
song’s all dance-friendly with bigger beats 
and more attitude, and Mos Def stops by to 
drop a brief rhyme from the guy’s point of 
view, with the general theme “Hey, I was into 
you too until you went and made it all 
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complicated, so can we go back to that thing 
we used to have?” A noble theme, and all-too- 
believable. Complexity, darlings — she’s got 
depth and perspective, as well as buddies like 
Mos Def dropping by. 

These three moments are more than 
enough to make up for the occasional yeesh 
moments (spoken word that goes nowhere, 
too many samey beats from the same 
production crew, very slow tempos). They’re

Who is Jill Scott, you ask? Other than 
being a stunning new hip-hop artist from 
North Philadelphia, Jill was also nominated 
for Best New Artist at the 2001 Grammys. 
Scott’s sultry, hip-hop grooves are downright 
tasty, reminiscent of a female version of 
Maxwell. Her vocals are passionate and 
palpable, calling on a very poetic lyrical 
repertoire and poured over a tasteful jazz- 
influenced, sexed-up musical bed. 

Luckily for us, Scott avoids common 
pitfalls of the hip-hop genre, such as 
repeating “yo, yo, yo” in each and every song 
like Lauryn Hill of The Fugees. The musical 
accompaniment of the album Who is Jill 


Scott? is very jazzy, which complements the 
poetic lyrical verses. It is clear that Scott, 
while not as distinctive in vocal style as 
fellow rising star Macy Gray, is in fact a more 
talented singer technically. The songs on Who 
is Jill Scott? are wellcrafted compositions 
that fit well together on the record. Each 
tune has real musical elements and 
instruments that make these R&B tracks 
sound far less cookie cutter and give the 
NS record much more staying power. 


“Do You Remember” could become 
a new favorite jam for auditioning 
your high-performance audio sys- 
tem. Scott's voice is beautifully 
recorded, delicately dancing on top 
of a deeply strolling bassline. The 
high hat clicks are crystal clear and 
accentuate the loving lyrics. “Love 
Rain” is the most Fugees-sounding 
tune of the record. Scott carries off a 
rap vocal style better than the 
aforementioned hip-hop super group, but 
Who is Jill Scott? goes to even higher musical 
territory than this tune does, although “Love 
Rain” might be the most friendly tune for 
radio airplay. “One is The Magic Number” 
features mariachi-like horns and an ethereal 
piano line, paired with a great hook to make 
a song of personal strength with enough 
musical appeal for you to love the record. 


Jill Scott deserves major props for putting 
out a sexy, sultry record of love, politics and 
Philly style that stays positive and is 
musically compelling. Who is Jill Scott? never 
sounds prepackaged and rarely gets stale. 
Even if you don’t like rap and can’t think of a 
hip-hop record that you couldn’t live without, 
you should consider Who is Jill Scott? for 
your collection. The audio quality and 
production values are very high in a genre 
not known for excellence. The performance is 
feel-good and pushes the hip-hop category to 
new levels.

15 miniature chairs among the treetops in Military 
Park to symbolize the lack of attractive public 
spaces where city residents can go to escape their 
cramped apartments.

In less than an hour after the exhibit’s 
dedication ceremony, police officers patrolling the 
park caught a family of five making off with some 
of the chairs.

see something attractive and they think they can 
take it away. They thought they were free.” 

Not to be discouraged, Crosse, who developed 
carpal tunnel syndrome building the chairs, made 
of steel wire, aluminum rods and knitting yarn, 
repaired the damaged chairs, and the next morning 
hung them again. 

“It’s important to get them back up as soon as 
possible,” he said, insisting that “no seat in the 
Park” will remain intact until its scheduled end on 
September 26. “It’s a little like graffiti. The minute 
they put it on, you have to take it off. It keeps going 
until someone gives up, and I’m not going to be the 
one to give up.” 

P.S. — No charges were filed against the family, 
police said.
